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Laterally Last 
by Ray Wile 

By the middle of the 1920 f s the Phonograph Division of Thomas 
A. Edison, Inc. was in serious trouble. Sales were down and were to 
continue in a downward cycle. While radio was riding triumphant 
the Edison catalog was a hodgepodge which needed a good pruning. 
Economy measures were imperative but when applied they were 
applied incorrectly. Advertising expenditures were cut; Tone Tests 
were curtailed and Artist Fees were reduced. The activities of the 
New York Recording Studio were restricted and many of the new issues 
represented materials from the "ice box, " The serious classical cata- 
log was to have no newly recorded work from 1925 through 1928. 
I The advent of electrical recording caused even more serious sales 
losses but the Company stubbornly continued to record acoustically. 
Mutter ings that Edison should know how to record were to no avail. 
The public was willing to pay for an exaggerated bass recording but 
the acoustic Edisons could not provide it. An attempt to introduce a 
Long Playing Record! was a' dismal failure. As sales dropped from 
7, 500, 000<3/20 thru 2/21) to l t 500 t 000(3/25 thru 12/25)1jto 685, 000 
1/27 thru 12/27) losses mounted alarmingly. 

Towards the end the Company was dropping more than $1, 000 
every working day. 

In the face of this situation it seemed imperative to Mr. Edison's 
sons Charles and Theodore that the Company begin electrical record- 
ing and that it introduce a lateral ("needle -cut") line. They were 
able to commit the Company to this policy over their father's objec- 
tions. While entering this field it was decided to do so completely 
and the decision was also made to enter the radio business. Since 
patent control was all important the Edison Company found itself in 
the cold until it purchased the Splitdorf Radio Corporation. The 
name of the Phonograph Division waschanged to the Radio -Phonograph 
Division and the stage was now set for the Edison laterals. 

Electrical recording was first used extensively by the Edison Com- 
pany in the Fall of 1927 and by January 1928 additional lateral masters 
were being cut. At this juncture we do not know the complete details 
of the operation and cannot say whether the laterals were made by a 
splitting of the original signal so that both lateral and vertical masters 
could be made. We do not have enough simultaneous lateral and 
vertical issues to experiment with. 

It is apparent that difficulties were experienced with the needle 
cut recordings and that their quality was not up to Company expecta- 
tations. Master after master was turned down although this strict 
quality control was relaxed somewhat after issuing began. It was 
realized that if the Edison name were to be associated with lateral 
cut recordings after years of trumpeting the superiority of the vertical 
process, the laterals would have to be superb. By and large the few 
issued are. 

Because of the difficulties the date of initial stock release was 
constantly postponed until July 1929 when the initial dealer listings 
were made. This was significant in showing the desperate state of 
the Division -- Summer is the worst business period for phonograph 
records. It was no surprise that the initial sales were disappointing. 
Immediate cost cutting devices were initiated. Vertical cut releases 
lists were consolidated and the decision was made in September to 
discontinue all new vertical recording. If the catalog had to be 
supplied it would be through dubbing. The Company discontinued 
the record business before this could take place. I would also assume 
that there must have been layoffs although it is difficult to determine 
this at the present time. 

A survey was also initiated to determine if it were feasable to 
continue in the record business. It must have been with a feeling of 
sadness that the report recommended the discontinuance. 

Action was swift and almost immediate. For example, the Record- 
ing Studios were recording the Roth Quartet on Thursday, October 17th 
in the Debussy Opus 10 Quartet. The fourth movement could not be 
fitted in and a date was scheduled in December, Yet all recording 
ended on Saturday, October 19th. 



The announcement was sent out to the trade -.that the. Company 
would cease to supply records after November 1st, 1929. After that 
date the vestiges of the record business were rapidly eradicated. All 
stocks of records were sold at remainder prices to the employees, Mr. 
Harold Anderson, now on the staff of the Edison National Historic Site 
was Jri charge of this and recalled a sale price of ten cents a record. 
After a few weeks the records were given away free. By January lst r 
1929 none were left. Many masters were sold for scrap although many 
were saved. 

The final chapter in the story was a memorandum changing the 
name of the Division to the Radio Division. Thus a connection with 
the phonograph lasting for something over fifty years was eradicated. 

NOTES 



1. In the listings an asterisk indicates that the record was officially 
issued or that it has been seen by Bob Colton or a member of the 
"Syndicate . 

2. The junk piles have not yielded copies of the 0000 series but I 
have seen them - complete with labels at the Ed. Lab. 

3. The large number of unused series is explained by the shortness of 
issue. 

4. The sample labels were given to us by Mr. Harold Anderson. We 
do not know if all types were used. 

As always we wish to express our deepest thanks to the staff of the 
Edison Laboratory (now the Edison National Historic Site) for their 
continued help and assistance. Without them it would have been 
possible to present only a fragment of the present information. 

Needless to say the Edison laterals are not noted for being common. 
The author has relatively few and would be interested in obtaining 
others - especially those in the 47, 000 (Classical) series, I would 
also be interested in obtaining their vertical counterparts in the verti- 
cal series 82351-82360 and 80888-80907. Owning these would allow 
for a synchronized aural comparison.

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A VERSATIlf DISC PLAYBACK SYSTEM 
FOR COLLECTORS 

George A. Blacker 

Donald Chichester's article on reproducing vertical discs with 
a iter eo cartridge, which appeared in issue 47 of "Record Research" 
was interesting to me because it parallels investigations that I 
have conducted myself with a different make of cartridge. 

Prior to the advent of stereo, I had been using four different 
cartridges to satisfy my record playback requirements. Two GE 
single -stylus cartridges, equipped with 1- and 3-mil styli respec- 
tively, were used for LP's and 45' s and 78 rpm lateral discs. For 
vertical records, I used two Fair child 216 -A vertical transcription 
cartridges. One of these was a stock model with a 2 1/2 mil 
stylus, which served for vertical broadcast transcriptions, Edison 
Diamond Discs and other fine -groove vertical discs, such as the 
Aeolian- Vocation, Par-O-Ket, etc. The other was equipped with 
a custom -ground stylus of about 7 mils diameter and was used for 
broad -groove vertical discs such as the Pathe Sapphire record. 
Our editors can vouch for the quality of reproduction obtained 
from this array of cartridges, having heard it himself on two or 
three occasions. 

From the use of these vertical cartridges on discs to their appli- 
cation in cylinder playback seemed a logical step. Preliminary 
experiments proved successful, and I launched the effort to design 
an all- electric playback mechanism for cylinder records which, 
4eif)ite various setbacks and pauses, continues to this day. One 
result of these efforts was the release of Folkways albums FS 3886-7, 
"Phono-Cylinders" -Vol's. 1 & 2. The electric cylinder playback 
machine is now in the shops for another and, it is to be hoped, 
final redesigning. 

I found, in the course of using the electric cylinder phonograph, 
that the Fairchild cartridges were somewhat less than satisfactory, 
since they could track satisfactorily only with a stylus pressure of 
15 grams or more.. This was somewhat too much for the wax 
cylinders, and I decided to look into the possibility of using a 
stereo cartridge for that purpose. 

At the same time, I decided that it might be a good idea to do 
away with the need for different cartridges for every kind of 
record. Stereo records were beginning to appear in large numbers 
on the market, and, although I didn't want to buy a complete 
stereo playback system (I still have not done so), it seemed 
advisable to be able at least to get monophonic reproduction of 
stereo discs without ruining the vertical signal component recorded 
in them. What I was after was a stereo cartridge in which I could 
insert different styli for the different kinds of records, leaving the 
cartridge permanently mounted in the tone arm. 



The cartridge I bought was a Pickering 371 Stereo Fluxvalve, 
: - which was on sale at a special* reduced price. It came equipped 
with a .5 mil stereo stylus, and I bought a 2. 7-mil 78 rpm stylus 
to use with it. 

When I found from reading the manufacturer's literature that 
accompanied the cartridge that connections of the two channels 
would have to be altered for the various modes of playback, I 
decided to devise some means of accomplishing this externally 
from the tone arm. At first, I considered some sort of switching 
device, but found that a very complicated multiple -wafer switch 
would be necessary. I abandoned that in favor of the system I am 
presently using, which is a socket with specially wired jumper 
plugs. (See schematic drawing. ) This permits me to set up the 
cartridge for any playback mode instantly, without demounting 
the cartridge itself or touching the wiring of the arm. It also 
eliminates the need for a "Stereo -Monophonic " switch on ray 
turntable. Although I do not presently use a stereo amplifier, I 
have built my turntable so that it can readily be connected to one 
if I ever do convert, 

I use the . 5 mil stereo stylus for all LP's, both stercu and mono, 
and 45' s. I have also found that the stereo stylus will do an ex- 
cellent job of tracking the extremely fine grooves of my one 
Edison long-play record, a 10-inch, 24 -minute affair. It's truly 
amazing that Edison could get 12 minutes of playing time on one 
side of a 10-inch record. The grooves are spaced 450 to the 
inch, almost twice as many as today's LP's. (Too bad he didn't 
record those discs electrically; they'd have been a real sensation, 

but 1 digress ) The 2. 7 mil stylus is used for all other 

records, vertical and lateral, I get generally good results with 
LP's and 45*s from the .5 mil stylus, but I suspect that a 1-mil 
stylus would be-best for45*s and monophonic LP's. I get excellent 
results from the 2, 7-mil stylus on standard 78's and Edison Diamond 
discs, but find it almost Impossible to track the teth/ Sapphire 
records. This may be due to the tracking characteristics of my 
arm, which is viscous -damped. Stylus pressure for all records is 
about 4 grams. When I used the four previous cartridges, I used 
another viscous ^dMBped arm, but had no trouble tracking Pathe"' 
discs, so I conclud^that the main difficulty is the lack of a stylus 
of the correct dimensions. I wrote to Pickering to ask whether 
they could provide a custom-made 7-mil stylus, but was informed 
that they could not. As a result, I am now searching for some 
maker of stereo cartridge who can supply the necessary custom 
styli that will make his cartridge a truly universal unit for the 
collector. 

It will be noticed that the jumper plugs for the lateral and 
vertical monophonic modes are so wired as to place both RCA 
plugs in parallel. This has been done for two reasons. First, if 
you have a monophonic amplifier, you don't need to worry about

which. plug is used for the monophonic connection. Secondly, if 
you have a stereo amplifier, you can get two -channel sound from 
all records without external switching networks, and by having 
the cartridge properly phased, you get best quality. Although it 
would be possible to eliminate one of the phone jacks if only a 
monophonic amplifier is to be used, I would recommend setting 
up your turntable and arm for possible stereo use. You may con- 
vert your amplifier someday, so why not have the turntable raady^ 

Mytonearm is a Realistic SA-16 stereo transcription arm, with 
single -point suspension, viscous damping and removable head for 
changing cartridges. It is equipped with five wires, four for the 
individual cartridge pins and one separate ground lead for the 
body of the arm itself. The tone arm ground lead and the number 
2 lead from the cartridge are connected together at pin 2 of the 
socket. The socket is a 7-pin miniature tube socket, and the 
plugs are matching 7-pin miniature male plugs. Jumper wires 
soldered between pins of the plugs connect the two channels in the 
various relationships needed for vertical, lateral or stereo play- 
back, and connect the channels to the RCA plugs to which the 
preamplifier or amplifier input cables are attached. 

To Mr. Chichester's list of requirements, I would like to add 
these further comments: 

1. Stereo Cartridge, high compliance, with FOUR CON - 
NECTIKG PINS. (At least one stereo cartridge that I 
know of, made by RCA for broadcast use, has only 
three pins, and cannot be phased for vertical playback. 
It is worth noting, by the way, that almost any other 
stereo cartridge made can be phased in this way. ) 

2. 12" transcription arm, WITH AT LEAST FOUR LEADS. 
(Since one pin of the cartridge will be permanently 
grounded, the internal tonearm ground may be con- 
nected to that point at the cartridge. ) 

3. Rumble-free turntable, PREFERABLY WITH VARIABLE 
SPEED. (I shall go into this in more detail a bit later.) 

4. 5 and 6 need no further amplification, except that extra 
cartridge shells will no longer be so vitally necessary 
as before, 

I recommend a turntable with variable speed because I have 
found that not all records are cut at a uniform speed of 78 rpm. 
The very early disc records, such as Berliner and Zonophone, were 
generally cut at 70 rpm. Many later discs were recorded offspeed, 
too; I have found several Victor recordings of World War 1 songs 
that were cut at less thpn 78 rpm, and, as a result, have to be 
slowed down somewhat for best reproduction. Several Perfect and 
Pathe lateral records, especially those which are dubbed from the 
cylindrical masters, seem to sound better when slowed down, as 
does at least one Edison Diamond disc in my collection (51405: 
"Glad Eyes/Bring Back Those Roc-a-Bye Baby Days" - The Congo 
Four). Some transcription turntables are equipped with magnetic 
brakes which permit a limited degree of variations of speed on on 
either side of their fixed speeds of 16 2/3, 33 1/3, 45 and 78 rpm, 
but these are not usually enough for the very early 70 rpm discs, 
and will not accommodate the Pathe 90 rpm Sapphire records. 
There are only two turntables madethatoffer continuously variable 
speed between 16 2/3 rpm and about 90 rpm --the Rek-O-Kut 
CVS -12 and the Metzner "Starlight". I have had no experience 
with the Metzner, but I have used the Rek-O-Kut for over eight 
years, and found it quite satisfactory. As sold, the Rek-O-Kut 
table is continuously variable in speed between a minimum of 25 
rpm and a maximum of 100 rpm, assuming a power frequency of 
60 cps. If you live in an area where the power frequency is 50 
cpm, you may be able to rev down to 16 2/3 rpm with no difficul- 
ty. If you want to get it to run at 16 2/3 rpm on 60 cpm, how- 
ever, a simple modification will do the trick. The motor, which 
is fitted with a conical drive pulley of laminated plastic, is 
mounted on four rubber shock mounts by 8/32 screws that go 
through the mounts and fasten to the motor frame. Loosen all four 
screws, tjien remove them one by one. As each screw is removed 
insert between the motor and the bottom of the shock mount three

pr four steel washers, enough of them to lower the motor approxi- 
mately i/8th Inch on its mounting. Reassemble tbe motor mount - 
Ing and the rest of the turntable, and you're in business. It will 
pe necessary to. re -calibrate trie speed settings that are painted on 
me motor base, using a stroboscope disc. If you feel queasy about 
tackling a job like this, call in a advice -technician. You may, 
however, have a job to persuade him to undertake the turntable 
modification job, but a strong, persuasive argument should do the 
trick. It may not seem pressingly necessary to provide for the 
16 2/3 rpm speed, which is used very little, but I believe in being 
prepared for any contingency! This modification lowers the 
maximum speed of the table to something like 85 rpm, but it 
seems still to be enough for the 90 rpm Pathe discs. 

As I said before, I am still seeking a stereo cartridge master 
who can supply custom styli that wouia make his cartridge a truly 
universal unit, ma as soon as I do, all the necessary information 
will be published in this magazine.

VARIETY LAYS AN EGG 

Centuries too late, I am painfully transf erring the titles in an 
unwieldy record collection to indert cards, and bit by bit finding 
unsuspected pitfalls that, had they occurred to me beforehand, 
probably would have stopped me .before I started; what began as 
a single category Is now four, and, simple entries are becoming a 
network of cross-references, consequently, when a Times book 
section heralded the Variety Music Cavalcade, it seemed for the 
moment the answer to a maiden's prayer. 

Having through the years been taught but not bought by the 
Variety school of thought, I flattered myself that, not expecting 
miracles, my stride would easily be equal to whatever excesses 
of omission or commission I might find. 

"All the music published in America from 1620 to the present 
is listed, "bleats the Prentice-Hall ad. ; and the book's front covei 
uncompromisingly claims, "A complete chronology of music 
published in the United States ... An indispensable reference for 
newspapers, magazines, music publishers, radio and TV stations, 
writers, critics, program arrangers, and musical directors. ..." 

The compiler, in his preface, at one slashing swoop reduces 
these astronautical fantasies to the level of the calculated canard 
when, with cherubic innocence, he tells us, "For practical reasons 
only such music as is, for the most part, available in print today 
has been included. " Although this is something of a hotfoot, one 
adjusts to it after a moment^ reflection. Again, "Omissions? 
There are plenty, as the compiler ^knows. They are the lacunae 
that disturbs every bibliogtfapner T s sense of d eta il -- the inevitable 
disappointments attending his most careful efforts. In a work of 
this category, each perusal reveals one or more so-called 'glaring* 

omissions Some - indeed, many - titles have inevitably 

escaped the compiler's attention ..." That's a greased.pole if 
ever I saw one, but Mr. Mattfeld manages to convince us With it 
that whatever the omissions, they are minor and unintentional, 
instead of which they are wholesale and must therefore be 
unquestionably calculated. The blurb from prentice-Hall in the 
Times would deceive anyone into believing that practically all 
popular music from 1620 to about 1960 is listed. This is promptly 
cut down to a much smaller figure by the qualification in the 
preface about covering only what is in print currently. Tricky as 
I felt this to be, I was prepared to compromise grurnbingly until 
I began to discover that, of every five references my song titles 
required, three would not be listed. My collection does not con- 
sist of a majority of obscure compositions that no one is likely to 
have heard of. There are thousands of titles, the most of which 
enjoyed popular acclaim in their day. Ready as I was tt copy 
with a disconcerting degree of incompleteness, as one unbelievable 
omission followed another and they very soon became hundreds, 
in amazement and disgust I decided to do a little checking. The 
twenties represented the peak of the popular song, both in quality 
and in quantity, and I thumbed through a 1925-6 record catalog 
and wrote down a list of titles just from the "dance record" sec- 
tion. Not all of them, not even half of them; just those that 1 
know attained at least a reasonable degree of popularity. Here 
are some that Variety did not see fit to include in their compen- 
dium; 

Ah-ha! t Alone at Last, Angry, Burgundy, Behind the Clouds, 
Barcelona, Because of You (Fiorito), But I Do, You Know I Do , 
By the Light of the Stars, Could I, I Certainly Could, Don't Wait 
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Too Long, Do Tou Believe in Dreams, Dreaming of a Castle in 
the Air, 'Drifting Apart, Give Me Today, Goodnight, Hard-to- 
Cet-Gertie, Hi-Ho the Merrio, Honey I'm in Love with You, 
How Many Times, I'm Tired of Everything But You, In a Little 
Garden, Indian Dawn, In My Gondola, I Wisht TWas in Peoria, 
Just Around the Corner, I Wonder Where My Baby Is Tonight , 
Kinky Kids' Parade, Lay My Head Beneath a Rose, Little Bungalow, 
Lo-Nah, Melody That Made You Mine, Miami, Mighty Blue, 
Montmartre Rcoe, Moonlight in Mandalay, My Castle in Spain, 
Normandy, Oh How I Miss You Tonight, One Smile, On the 
Riviera, Paddlin' Madeline Home, Poor Little Rich Girl, Precious, 
Row, Row, Rosie, Seminola, Swahee Butterfly, She Was Just a 
Sailor's Sweetheart, Silver Head, Somebody's Lonely, Sweet 
Child, Sweet Marie, Talkin* to the Moon, Tell Me More, Tell 
Me You Love Me, Tenderly (Lyman), Thanks for the Buggy Ride, 
That's Why I Love You, Tie Me to Your Apron Strings Again, At 
Peace with the World, Pal of My Cradle Days, Sonya ... I could 
go on indefinitely. 

Many of these are show tunes by composers such as Berlin, 
Gershwin, Coward and others and I wondered why some of them 
would be out of print, if Variety's stipulation were to be believe. 
The answer is: many aren't, and in addition, a goodly number of 
the non-show examples I have given are available on sheet music, 
and just as many of them are on records today. 

At that, one would expect the music from the shows -- the 
current ones, the perennials that are habitually revived and those 
in print, of course ! to be listed completely, or with just a song or 
two left out here and there. Once more, the evidence is dismay- 
ing. Musicals such as Oklahoma, Carousel, Brigadoon, Finian's 
Rainbow, Annie Gast Your Gun, My Fair Lady, Pal Joey, The 
Most Happy Fella, The Music Man, Bells are Ringing, Gentlemen 
Prefer Blondes, On the Town, South Pacific, to mention only the 
more successful of the last two decades, plus the everlastingly 
popular operettas, Show Boat, Student Prince, Desert Song, Vaga- 
bond King, Naughty Marietta, Rose Marie, The Red Mill, Sweet- 
hearts, and dozens more of this type, have scores averaging about 
a dozen songs apiece. The listing in Variety Musical Cavalcade 
averages four songs per show. Hardly a month goes by that] a new 
recording does not appear of one of these wonderful vehicles, and 
several versions of most of them are available on records. Even 
on this basis aio'ne, it is impossible to excuse Variety and the 
Cavalcade compiler for blithely ignoring two -thirds of most of 
the available scores of whatever musical you care to name. 

Abel Green, in his introduction to the books, says,, "Irving 
Berlin once told this writer that the history of America could be 
traced through its music. This book by musicologist' Julius Matt- 
feld attests to this fact. " And he proceeds to associate different 
types of songs with some historical happening, or era, the song 
titles themselves often giving the outline of the historical parallel. 
Amongst a group of significant titles, Green mentions Earth Angel, 
Livery Stable Blues, You Cannot Make Your Shimmy Shake on 
Tea, Save Your Kisses Till the Boys Come Home, Don't Take 
My Darling Boy Away, I'm Proud of You, Laddie, Soldier Boy I 
Kiss Before You Go, What Kind of an American Are You, Doin 1 
the Toledo, Say a Prayer for the Boys Over There. Despite able 
Abel's eulogy, somehow or other Mr. Mattfield skipped not one, 
or two, but all of these titles in his spasmodic title anthology. 
Perhaps he skipped the introduction, too. And I'll bet not all of 
these titles are out of print, either. 

Possibly I may have missed a few titles, for the index at times 
is as inept as Mr. Matt feldY lullaby lexicon, i.e.: lam is followed 
by Tffl, and tucked away between maybe thirty I'm are a few 
more lonesome I arm. I hate is succeeded by I've, then I hear; 
I whistle is behind I'll; from I won't we go t o I'd. I quite under- 
stand that if you spell out what each apostrophe contracts this 
works out, but in decades of association with all manner of filing 
I have never encountered it done this way, and even Mr, Webster 
follows the accepted formula that whether it's ill or I'll, I'm or 
imagine , I've o r ivory, they should be arranged alphabetically, 
irrespective of contractions. An acceptable alternate is to list 
all the abbreviations at the beginning of the letter, or at the end.

apologize , I won't before rd be and I've before I hear, but to 
most people this method applied throughout the entire alphabet, 
with a few other oddities intermixed, as this index has done, is 
sometimes chaotic and a rare exception to Variety's adherence 
to what is popular regardless of whether it is good or proper. 

Instead of a cavalcade, which word has through dubious 
application perhaps come to suggest a fullness never intended, 
this book is really nothing more than a sampler of popular song, 
very much in the manner of the sampler records issued by the 
major labels to whet the buyer's appetite for more of the same, 
usually through the medium of supermarkets and box tops. The 
omissions already cited are to be found on about the same scale 
for each year of popular music's Golden Years, or roughly from 
the late f teens to about thirty years later. What Mr. Mattfield 
has done is simply what Variety has always done; listed the better 
and best sellers and ignored all else. The fact that only about 
35fo of the scores of even the smash hits such as The Student 
Prince, As Thousands Cheer, Oklahoma, Guys and Dolls and My 
Fair Lady are included proves that instead of inadvertent omissions, 
what the hapless purchaser of the Music Cavalcade is bucking is 
deliberate deletions, for where the chronicler had access to the 
Hit Parade blockbusters in these scores, there, too, were the other 
60^ or 70%, each one of them an integral part of the whole and 
more necessary of inclusion because of being a section of an 
over -all pattern than perhaps the slighting of a single unrelated 
song of the day, although not invariably so. By the same token, 
the bulk, if not every one, of composers of the caliber of Berlin, 
Kern, Romberg, Friml, You mans, Porter and other giants of 
twentieth century music should be represented ... at least, all of 
the numbers from all of their scores- -if still in print, per Mr. 
Mattfield , . . and in each case, far more are left out than in. 
Which makes one wonder who, of the newspapers, magazine pub- 
lishers, critics and others requiring such references would find 
this hap-hazard work indispensable? Any half-asked musical 
director or program arranger should know by note all there is to 
know about Star Dust, St. Louis Blues, Begin the Beguine and Tea 
for Two. Rather, a dedicated director of musical fare would be 
more apt to seek out the less hackneyed of the same and other 
composers 1 works to vary the pounding monotony of these 
deservedly most popular songs that are being abused and misinter- 
preted into every conceivable form, now including bossa nova, 
often into unrecognizability, with the song sometimes being 
blamed instead of its presentation. And that is where this book 
fails most of all, when you can look in vain, for example, for 
Irving Berlin's first published (and very well -publicized) song, 
Marie From Sunny Italy; his first great social document from As 
Thousands Cheer, Suppertime; Show Boat's famous love duet, 
You Are Love; I Must Have That Man, Porgy and Doin' the New 
Low -Down, Bandanna Babies, Baby and others from the matchless 
Blackbirds of 1928 canvas; Just Around the Corner, which Ted 
Lewis has featured for close to four decades and recorded several 
times; Moon Song, a lovely, melancholy plea . . . and it was 
Kate Smith's radio theme, as well as the theme song of her film, 
Hello Everybody . . . Street of Dreams ... As You Desire Me . . . 
A Little Bit of Luck and Get Me to the Church on Time, both 
dandy 'situation' numbers that would be valuable on many a 
program ... and both from My Fair Lady . . ! Without in the 
least being a purist or expecting the impossible, exactly how 
could these and hundreds of others of equal caliber and importance 
to the musical scene today ever be by-passed? Did somebody 
say something about lack of space? Positively, Mr. Mattfeld? 
Absolutely, Mr. Green! 

As a matter of fact, there is so much space between song 
titles that twice as many could have been listed without using an 
inch more space or making them noticeably difficult to read. 
Mr. Mattfeld's preface tells us the Cavalcade has existed in one 
form or another since about 1938, with several revisiops and 
appendages culminating in what is now presented as the finished 
product. I do remember bits of it appearing in Variety at inter- 
vals years ago, but those were its embryonic stages when it made 
no pretensions to all-inclusiveness as its front jacket does now, 
notwithstanding the modest disclaimer inside. The Variety edi- 
tor says that, even in a less complete form than the present, 
which requires a. bit of visualizing, the book "has been photo- 
stated page by page by many a Hollywood film studio and radio 



and TV programming departments all over the land because it 
has been so painstakingly compiled by Julius Mattfeld, " and Mr. 
Mattfeld's acknowledgments include the New York Public Library, 
C.B.S. , the Union Theological Seminary and other interested 
organizations and individuals. Considering these sources, some 
of them impressive, can their needs have been so elementary or 
their knowledge so rudimentary that the gap of Grand Canyon 
proportions between the assertion and the contents gave none of 
them any qualms? Apparently, with Variety *s prestige, the 
overwhelming acceptance of the previous edition requiring a new 
one and Mr. Mattfeld's standing so generously hailed by Mr. 
Green, I represent a minority of one in viewing the results as 'akin 
to a World History with all reference to minor countries, secon- 
dary battles and lesser wars deleted, but advertised as "A Com- 
plete Chronology of World Events. " 

Evidently there are no others gnashing their teeth or tearing 
out their hair because, more often than not, the reference sought 
will not be there. 

At five dollars, the Music Cavalcade would disappoint; at ten, 
it would be a snare and a delusion; at fifteen, it should be tossed 
through Variety's plate glass window,
